It I were a writer on the staff 
of a comic journal, I suppose that I would 
be expec say that Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
greatest success had Pin-afore the Judges; 
which, though a bad pun, would be the truth. 
The hearing of the case concluded Wednes- 
day, and resulted in a verdict for the author 
and composer, the Comedy Opéra Company, 
who were the defendants (and at whose re- 
quest, it may be worth record, the piece was 
written), being saddled with heavy costs. 
As the plaintiffs did not ask for damages, 
only à nominal sum was decreed. The point

as applied to dramatic performances. How 
many of us who think we know something 
of the stage would have brought this word 
within the, range of exact definition? 
But thea law is now laid down, and I 
fancy it will surprise most readers 
to hear with what strictness the term 
is interpreted in “the profession.” The 
company engaged Messrs. Gilbert and Sulli- 
van to write m an opera, which they 
would pay liberally for during the time of its 
run. The authors made their own terms. 
They wanted $40 a night,—100 performances 
to be guaranteed. No objection was taken 
to this figure; and, it must be admitted, the 
purchasers paid well for a pig which was 
yet in the proverbial poke, and whose squeak 
might not be attuned to the popular ear. 
Four thousand dollars was therefore the 
price of Pinatore.“ But. as the success of 
the opera was decided, the managerial in- 
stinct forbade its withdrawal at the expira- 
tion of its hundredth night. The ship was 
on the high tide of public favor; its course 
should be extended. So the nautical opera 
at the Comique pursued its melodious voy- 
age; Sir Joseph Porter still dwelt on the 
extraordinary merit which brought him the 
rulership of the Queen’s na-vee, and the 
bumboat woman kept on wondering how 
she could have mixed those children up. 
The company continued to pay a nightly 
royalty of $40. After a time, however, it 
occurred to Messrs. GHibert and Sullivan, 
who had long sinee received the $4,000, 
and were drawing $40 a night now in addi- 
tion, that they could not allow the opera com- 
pany to play the piece longer at the rate 
originally stipulated. Pinafore had been 
bought for the run, and,

by a closure of the theatre for repairs for 
three weeks, the right of performance had 
been forfeited. It is not difficult to under- 
stand what hardship was felt on the other 
side, seeing that the terms which the com- 
pany still proposed to pay were those which 
the author and composer had themselves de- 
manded. Denial was made that the run had 
been broken, as, immediately the theatre was 
renovated, Pinafore was again put on 
the stage, The parties to the original agree- 
ment, it seems, had only a verbal contract. 
More matter-of-fact persons than authors 


dealing with managers would have reduced 


the stipulations to writing. This, however, 
by way of digression. It was now to be de- 
cided what was a run. 

A host of authors and actors were in the 
witress-list. According to the evidence of 
nearly all these, a run must continue with- 
out any intermission, on all lawful nights,— 
no casualty or accident allowing the mana- 
ger to take off the play without thereby 
breaking its run.

It consists of three principles: (1) 
that gambling cannot be stopped; (2) that 
it is lawful for the Mayor to reguigte and l- 
cense his pets and favorits; (8) that small 
gambling-houses and all West Side or Twen- 
ty-second street gamblers, or those 
whom the Mayor naively describes as 
“ outside,” must be driven out of business, 
May 10, 1879, having been only two weeks 
in office, Mayor Harrison called be- 
fore him various police officers and stated to 
them his policy, and gave them an idea of 
the course they should pursue, He said, as 
officially reported in the daily press by one 
of his assistants, that it was impossible to 
stop gambling, but it should not be carried 
on openly.” This laration printed in the 
Chicago papers was carried to all parts of the 
country. Every gambler who was in the 
city cht it out and sent it to his chums; and 
in a short time a swarm of the brethren of 
the green cloth was rushing tothe city. The 
old houses began running openly and new 
ones were started every day. Tur Cuar- 
caGco TRIBUNE. of July 20, 1879, printed a 
list of twenty-three gamnbling-houses in thé 
city, and directed the Mayor’s attention to 
them, but he has not interfered with them 
from that day to this. Tun Trisune of 
Jan. 6, 1880, printed the following interview 
with the Mayor, which has not been denied 
or contradicted:

From the day he was inaugurated until 
now Harrison has used all the powers of 
the Mayor’s office to promote his own per- 
sonal interests under pretense of aiding the 
Democratic party.

And what is more shameful than all other 
things is the fact that the only Mayor of a 
civilized community that grants such 
licenses for such a purpose to such persons 
attaches to his name the official title, Mayor 
of Chicago.”

SENATORIAL JAWING-MATCHES. 
The United States Senate, speaking with- 
out prejudice, presents a spectacle that is as 
disgusting as it is disgraceful, and one that is 


calculated to bring a blush upon the cheeks 


or people who are decent, and to rouse the 
indignation of those who have a regard for 
dignity. The object of the present session 
seems to be not to attend to the only busi- 
ness which the Senate can legally perform, 
but to erush out Senator Mahone, of Vir- 
ginia, because he has dared to act upon his 
honest convictions of right. These Bour- 
bons, representing States full ot repudiation, 
have fallen, tooth and nall, upon a more hon- 
est debtpayer than they themselves. Like 
the policemen in The Pirates of Penzance,” 
they profess that they are going, but they 
don’t go. They are going to pay the debts, 
but they take no steps to pay even the inter- 
est. Whether Senator Mahone is strictly 
correct in his position or not, it is not an 
issue wich the Senate is competent to 
discuss. It has no more jurisdiction 
over it than i has over the May- 
oralty election in Chicago, And yet his 
position in the local politics of Virginia is 
flung in his faceand wrangled over in heated 
hafangues day after day for purposes of in- 
timidation by bulldozing Bourbons whose 
States are corrupt to the core with willful re- 


pudiation. To visit their vengeance upon 


him, they are ripping up old and dead issues, 
reviving questions long ago settled, berating 
each other like angry shrews, and occupying 
time that should be devoted to public busi- 
ness in personal jawing-matches. The 
responsibility for this rests with the fire-eat- 
ing Bourbons. It was commenced by Hill, 
of Georgia, and bas been followed up by 
Lamar, Butler, Voorhees, and George, and 
gradually the whole pack have falien upon 
Senator Mahone, and every Republican has 
come to his assistance. . 

Such a disgraceful spectacle as this is cal- 
culated to disgust every deeent Democrat 
and drive him out of the party. It is an- 
other instance of the old Southern bully- 
ing and plantation manners. No one in the 
North wanted these old issues revived in the 
interim between the two Congresses. Why 
are Senators loitering in Washington to 
argue such stuff ꝰ Why do they not finish 
up their confirmations and go home? While 
they ait there quarreling and wrangling with 
each other like so many fishwives, the bust 
ness of the country waits. The Supreme 
Court is without a quorum and can decide 
nothing. Why do they not act upon Stanley 
Matthews’ nomination and confirm or reject 
him? The nomination is an unfit one, but it 
is none the less their duty to act upon it. 
The only legitimate business which this 
Senate can perform is to act upon 
the nominations sent to it. It can’t 
pass bills, make laws, origingte issues, 
nor beat out old straw. It has but one 
mission it can perform, and yet these Bour- 
bons are taking up the time day after day in 
these disgusting personal controversies with 
as much coolness and impudence as if they 
had carried the elections, and the people of 
the country expected them to rake up their 
old dead issues and bulldoze every one who 
opposed them. The people of the country 
are getting tired of these jawing-matches, 
which have neither wit, sense, nor dignity 
in them. There was a time in the United 
States Senate when controversies were car- 
ried on with some dignity, and they inspired 
some respect, but they were controversies be- 
tween giants. These latter-day brawls have 
no aspect that is not disgusting, and the 
sooner they are stopped and the participants 
attend to their proper business, finish it up, 
and go home, the sooner will the country be 
satisfied. 


THE REW CHICAGO. 

It has been the practice during the past few 
years to refer tothe reconstructed “burnt dis- 
triet of this city as New Chicago.“ But the 
time has come when that term should have a 
broader significance and convey a larger 
idea. It is nearly ten years since the fire of 
1871, and that period is too long to admit of 
a designation as “new” in so progressive a 
community as ours.. The New Chicago is 
located south of the present city limits. It is 
‘known variously as Hyde Park, South Chi- 
cago, Calumet, Pullman, Grand Crossiug. 
Kensington, and by a dozen other names 
which denote certain po s of the territory 
in question.. The whole tract of land between 
the city limits on the south and the State of 
Indiana is really an extension of Chicago, 
and the growth in population and manu- 
facturing in that district within the next ten 
years will be the great marvel of the census 
of 1890. By that time the municipal bound- 
aries will probably be extended to One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-eighth street, thus annexing 
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the. famous Centennial 
(Corliss) engine at the new car-works at 
Pullman yesterday. Nine months ago tifere 
was no sign of industry at that spot. Dur- 
ing five of those months there has been con- 
tinuous and severe winter weather. Yet 
yesterday the largest engine in the world 
was ‘as the central motive-power of 
one ote, met extensive manufacturing 
schemes ever organized. During this brief 
period the Pullman Car Company, under the 
impulse and direction of Mr. George M. 
Pullman, from whom it takes its name, has 
constructed buildings with an aggregate 
frontage of 3,000 feet, has laid out a great 
industrial city, with parks, road ways, hotels, 
private dwellings, water-works, and all the 
modern appurtenances of prpgress and com- 
fort, and actually entered upon operations 
which project the construction of 100 cars 
u day. The vast car-building works, which 
are under the management of the Pullman 
Company, are only the pivot of the manu- 
facturing interests which are ady under 
way. The buildings are now in ‘process of 
construction to accommodate the manufact- 
ure of the paper wheels. which are destined 
to take the place of iron wheels for all rail- 
road cars. and are already in universal use 
on the Pullman ears. The wood for the 
manufacture of the paper can be brought 
direct from the northern shore of Lake 
Michigan to the works through the Calumet 
River, canal, and lake. There it will be re- 
duced to pulp and condensed under a tre- 
mendous hydraulic pressure to a solidity 
like granit. impervious to water and all 
atmospheric conditions. Incased in a steel 
band that holds it like a vise this paper 
car-wheel has been found to be more 
durable, and it is also cheaper, than the 
iron car-wheel. But this is not all. Vast 
locomotive-works will follow closely upon 
the completion of the car-wheel works, and 
the former will find their materiai at hand 
from Brown’s mills at Irondale, and the 
North Chicago Rollmg-Mills, now located at 
South Chicago, and both just across Lake 
Calumet, and connected with Pullman by 
water, rail, and wagon roads. Pullman will 
have a railroad of its own running into the 
centre of Chicago with cheap and frequent 
suburban trains, and within a year that single 
settlement, among the twenty included in 
the New Chicago, will have a population of 
10,000 people eomfortably housed, provided 
with permanent employment, and living in 
the manufacturing: district of the future 
great city of this continent. 

No one who has had the opportunity of 
personally noting the growth of what we 
have called the New Chicago will suspect the 
slightest exaggeration in this confident pre- 
dictiomof future greatness. The stride of 
the manufacturing giants in this community 
from now on will be colossal. People who 
live in other sections may, and probably will, 
doubt, because they have never been able to 
keep pace even in thought with the pmeress 
of this city. Those whe live here know by 
experience that exaggeration is simply im- 
possible as regards Chicago’s future. An 
old resident of the city, with that serene con- 
fidence in its destiny which possesses all 
people who remain in Chicago overnight, 
was once taunted with a propensity ‘to exag- 
gerate, and replied: “I have sometimes tried 
when I have been eway from home to invent 
at night some fabulous story to relate about 
Chicago next morning, and when I woke up 
1 would always find that actual progress had 
exceeded my wildest fabrication. That is 
allegory; but it is all the same a good pict 
ure of the actual condition of things, as the 
New Chicago will prove. 

“THE NEW KINGDOM “OF 3 ROUMANTIA. 

Prince Charles of Roumania has been ele- 
vated to a Kingship, as reported by the for- 
eign dispatches. The event assumes no new 
importance by the change of title, but is sig- 
nificant.as indicating the complete severance 
of Roumania from Turkey. The new King 
has no more power than he had as Prince, 
nor does his Kingdom gain any more privi- 
leges, or reach any higher status because it 
has substituted a Kingly for a Princely 
throne, It carries no particular political in- 
fluerice, nor dees it invest Rotumania with 
any new importance among the Pawers. The 
altered relations to Turkey, however, be- 
come interesting as a reminiscence, Prior 
to 1861 the present Principality of Rouma- 
nia was known as Moldavia and, Walla- 
chia. Moldavia, after a long series of 
wars, in the sixteenth century submit- 
ed to the suzerainty of the Porte. 
In the Turko-Russian wars it was always a 
bone of contention. In the time of Oath- 
erine II. it was a Russian province, but was 
restored to Turkey in 1774 under a kind of 
Russian protectorate. In 1790, Austria and 
Russia made war upon Turkey, and Moldavia 
was the battleground, but its former status 
remained. The war of 1828 again brought 1 
her into Russian hands. A new statute hav- 
ing been made with reference to the election 
of Hospodars, it was confirmed by the Porte, 
and then the agitation begin for a union of 
the principalities, which. was finally accom- 
plished in 1861, Roumania, the new State, 
being a vassal province of Turkey. The his- 
tory of Wallachia is very similar. The Turks 
oceupied it as early as the fourteenth cen- 
tury, when it acknowledged the suzer- 
ainty of Sultan Bajazet. From 1770 to 
1812 it was almost continuously oecu- 
pied by Russia. After that time it re 
mained in Turkish possession, except in 
1828, when the Russians reoccupied it in their 
war with Turkey. They evacuated. it in 1829, 
but the Treaty of Adrianople gave them a 
protectorate over it, and it remained in thts 
condition until the union in 1861. After the 
union, Alexander John IL. was recognized as 
the Prince by the Porte, but he was forced to 
abdicate in 1866, and was followed by a pro- 
visional government, The same year Charles 
L of Hohenzoller was elected Prince. His. 
reign, with the exception of a few internal 
troubies, was a quiet and successful one, 
though the relations of the Phincipality to 
Turkey were always delicate. It paid an 
annual tribute of about $200,000 to the Porte,, 
and could not make commercial treaties or

The Town of Ridgeway, Iowa County, 
Wis., Disfranchised by an Inexcusa+ 
ble Error in the Legislative District 
Apportionment. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Mapison, Wis., April2.—A_ startling dis- 
covery was made by Attorney-General Wil- 
son to-night. It is that the Committee on 

Redistricting the State into Senate and As- 

sembly Districts had omitted the Town of 

Ridgeway, lowa County, thus practically 

distranchising over 500 voters and giving 

2,500 people no representation in the Assem- 

bly, a proc eding not permitted dy the Con- 

stitution. Ridgeway is one of the largest 
towns in Iowa County, and how the omission 
was made is unaccountable, except that it 
must have been the work of a blundering 
committee clerk or the fault of the local 

Legislative delegation in arranging 

their own districts. Under the old 

apportionment Ig@wa County was given 
two members and Richland two. 

Neither county has population sufficient for 

two members each. and the Committee di- 

vided the two counties into three districts, 

in such way as to make Republicans certain 
of earring two, and probably all three. By 
leaving out Ridgeway one district is made 

certainly Democratic, and gives Moses M. 

Strong and Montgomery M. Cethrena chance 

to get elected to the Assembly, much to the 

dissatisfaction of Republicans in that locali- 
ty. The Attorney-General has notified the 

Governor not to sign the bill, and the ques- 

tion now is what can be done. All business 

was cut off at 11 o’clock this morning pursuant 

to a resolution adopted by both Houses.

Officers from this State have just returned 
from Texas with old man Dahigreen, arrested 
on a charge of murder, who hasa most remarka- 
bie history. He tived before the War in the 
Northern part of Tennessee.

They ran away, and, fearing 
the vergeance of oid man Dahigreen,—for he 
waseven then considered quite an oid man,— 
disappeared from the community. Of course 
Dahigreen and his wife were nearly distracted 
at the sad death of their“ boys,“ of whom they 
were very proud, and Mrs. Dablgreen never ro- 
covered from the blow, but about the time the 
War broke out died. and the husband was left to 
lament the separation of bis family. 

He conceived the idea that nothing was left in 
this life for him except to obtain vengeance on 
the men who had robbed him of his sons.

Wedding in the 
Imperial Family. 


How the Bride-Elect Made Her 
Entry into Bertin, 


Decoration of Unter den Lin- 
den —Immense Osowds of Sight- 


A Procession of Forty Thousand Pedple—The 
Magnificent itiuminations.

BExLIN, Prussia, March 2—Another great 
event in the House of Hohenzollern has arrived 
and passed. The wedding-festivities of Prince 
William, grandson of the Emperor, and Augusta 
Victoria, eldest daughter of the House of Schies- 
wig- Holstein, have just taken place. For sev- 
eral days overloaded trains from all quarters of 
Germany had been discharging human 
freight into its Capital, while cou veyed 


hither Royal and Princely personages from all 


the leading Houses of. Europe. Almost every 
hour of the day and night, during Thursday and 
Friday, mombers of the Hoya! family, tity offi- 
cialis, and guards of honer could be seen at some 
one of the numerous stations, waiting to receive 
THE DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 
Among the most Mustrious of these were the 
Prince of Wales, Alexis of Russia, the Duke of 
Edinburg, Archdukes of Austria, and Prin- 
Sweden; while the long 
list of German Princes was headed 
by the King and Queen of Saxony. The excite- 
ment around the depots knew no bounds asjit 
became known that another titled personage 
was expected. A crowd, made up of citizens, 
from the dignified burgher down to the smock- 
frock laborer, with a plentiful sprinkling of 
urchins, gathered in a;twinkling, and were only 


kept in order by the vigorous exertions of the 4 


mounted police, Inside, drawn up in tine’ on 
the platform, were the glittering guards who 
formed the escort to the carriages, which rapidly 
rolled the guests through the gaping crowd to 
the vaitous palaces assigned to them. 

For weeks the work of decorating the city has 
been u progress,—30,000 marks, about §20,000, 
bavirg been appropriated for that purpose. 
This has béen almost entirely limited to the 
magnificent street. 

“UNTER DEN LINDEN,” 

extending from the Brandenburg Gate to the 
bridge across the Spree. This renowned street 
is very broad and beautiful, with ite two 
rows of lindens extending along the centre, 
and inclosing a graveied pathway ten or 
twelve feét broad, upon either side of 
which is the regular thoroughfare. As this 
tree-lined avenue, generally devoted to foot- 
travel. was to be opened for the entrée of the 
Royal bride, the decorations were chiefly ar- 
ranged along its extent. Along either side, at 
long intervals, were immense, tall, handsomel y- 
carved and guided columns, bearing upon their 
fronts richiy-painted banners; between these 
smaller oues, which served to suspend, by means 
of gfit bells, heavy festoons of evergreens, in- 
tertwined in a most beautiful but indescribable 
manner. Flags. embiems of the various Ger- 
man States, the Prussian eagle, and the mono- 
gram of the Hoyal pair were disposed upon the 
poles in bewildering display. Here and there 
triumphal arches were formed by heavy draper- 
ies of crimson and gold, which spanyed the 
pathway from opposit poles. Every available 
space between public buildings was occtipied by 
STANDS ERECTED POR SPECTATORS. 
Nat such poorly-constructed stands as so often 
endanger life at home. but solid and substan- 
tial, as well as richly ornamented. All the seats 
on these tribunes were numbered, and were in 
such demand that the tickets sold from 61.80 to 
35. Add fo this gorgeously-decorated avenue, 
and the briliiantly-ornamented tribunes,“ the 
festive display of banting. evergreens, and ar- 
morial bearings upon the buildings, where 
every owner vied with his neighbor in brilliancy 
of effect and beauty of design, and you may 
have some faint idea of this Kings’ highway.” 
But it will only be a faint idea at best, for I be- 
lieve it imposaibie to paint in words the splendor 
of the scene. 

As you know, the Royal festivities were to be- 
gin on Saturday with the entrance into the city, 
according to old-time custom, of the young 
bride-elect, from the Bellevue Palace, just out- 
side the city limits, whither she had proceeded 
the afternoon previous, after ber arrival in Ber- 
lin by special train. As this entre, together 
with the subsequent illumination in the even- 
ing, was the great spectacle to be enjoyed 
by the public, great anxiety was felt about the 
weather. Friday it was lowering and unfavor- 
able. However, the true Prussian was not dis- 
heartened, and declared that the next day would 
be 1 “Kaiser tag.” And, sure enough, 
this day, like all others recently set apart Tor 
royal festivities, was ushered in by

IN NEW YORK. 

New York City real-estate brokers report 
business very active in that line during the 
past fortnight, and the property changing 
‘hands—especially that on the up-town ave- 
nues—shows a heavy advance on prices here- 
tofore ruling.
